Gotham Anarchists Hold a “Chicago Mar- 
tyrs”’ Meeting—Gathering in Milwaukee. 
New Yor«, Nov. 11.—| Special. |}—About the 

face of the Goadess of Liberty in the hall of 
Cooper Union tonight were folds of somber 
black cloth.

FOREIGN ANARCHISTS MEET. 


They Remember the Haymarket Riots at a 
Noisy and Excited Gathering. 
(sPECTAL CABLE.) 

Lorpon, Nov. 11.—A meeting of Anarchists 
and Socialiste was held in South Place In- 
stitute tonight in memory of the Chicago 
Anarchists who were hanged for their partici- 
pation in the Haymarket massacre. The ip- 
stitute, which was formerly the chapel where 
Moncure D. Conway preached and lectured to 
his free-thought followers, was fairly weil 
filled with an earnest but decidedly seedy 


cago. This crowd filled the seats of the grand- 
stand, packed the big, half-mile gallery, and 
crowded against the railings of the show ring. 

The Hon. Lafayette Funk of Shirley, IIL, 
President of the State Board of Agriculture, 
arose, and, waving silence to the multitude, 
said: 


in behalf of the Board of Agriculture of the 
State of Mllincis I now declare thé fourteenth 
annual stock show open and welcome you to its 
doors. Only six weeks ago we had no place to 
hold ovr show. At last it was decided that once 
again, and for the last time, we should have the 
use of this grand old Exposition Building. Not- 
withstanding the brevity of the time, we are fully 
equipped and ready to give you the best live 
stock show ever given in the big State of Lilinois. 

After referring to the great necessity for 
the erection of some other building in which 
to hold these shows after the Exposition 
Building is torn down Mr. Funk introduced 
Mayor Washburne. The Mayor, who spoke 
briefly, said: 

I am pleased, in this great city of more than 
1,000,000 people, to welcome an exposition repre- 
senting the great live-stock interests of the great- 
est hve-stock region of the world. It is right 
that this show should be held in Chicago, the 
greatest city in this great belt. It is heid 
here to give steckmen a chance to 
show the people of the great Northwest 
what men can to advance the 
great stock interests of America. It began in 
1873 us an attachment to the Industrial Exposi- 
tion. It grew from year to year until it became 
a separate show and a rival to its old mother. 
Chicago is the center and paradise of the great 
Northwest and of the United States, and we 
giadly and joyfully welcome here a show that we 
will welcome the year to come and as long there- 
after as Chicago and the great Northwest are what 
they now are: 

Ex-Gov. Richard Oglesby, the next speaker, 
was greeted with a round of applause. He 
said : 

Stockmen Pay the Bills, 

Allow me to say in attempting to address this 

vast audience that I perfectly well understand 
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that only a few of you can hear me. The Presi- 
dent’s speech was too short. He dealt in facts, 
and facts are always more interesting than fiction 
and spread-eagie oratery. The Mayor's speech 
was also too short. In fact, you are all too short. 
(Laughter.}] Do you understand who gets up 
these shows and who pays the bilis? It is the 
stockmen themselves—they raise the stock and 
pay for bringing them here, and even pay rental 
for the stalls in which to place them—all for your 
benefit and amusement. It is a privilege, espe- 
cially for city people, to look upon the 
finest stock in the world. You could not have 
this pleasure if it were not for the unselfish gen- 
erosity and enterprise of these big-hearted men. 
The President of the State Board of Agriculture, 
and all the members of the board, organize and 
keep this great exhibition without pay. Where 
does all your fine meat come from? Where does 
ali your blooded stock come from? Do you wonder 
where enough comes from to feed 64,000,000 peo- 
ple three meals a day, and oftentimes another 
one after midnight? [{Laughter.] And yet 
you only pay © cents to help along 
this great enterprise. Why, you ought 
to come six times and make your friends do the 
same, [Laughter.] What do these men e@ in 
return? A little bit ofa premium that won't even 
pay their hotel bills. The great Mississippi Val- 
ley is greatly interested in this show, and con- 
tributes almost everything there is here. Chicago 
isthe greatest city in this great valley. and it 
holds the key to the market of the world. How 
do you suppose you city people up here would get 
along if we did not feed you? Are we under any 
obligations to come up here to feed you? 
There would be the devil to pay if 
you missed a single meal. Howdo you get your 
milk? Do you still keep that old cow that kicked 
the city over? [Laughter.] Whatall our cities 
want is the best meat, the best milk, the best 
eggs, the best of everything they can get. All 
honor to the men who are trying to develop every- 
thing in this line to the highest state of perfec- 
tion. [Applause.] Thisshow has great signifi- 
cance. All the questions I have asked are an- 
swered by these stockmen here, who are spending 
dollars and dollars they will never get back. How 
shall our people be fed? Shall they go back to 
the black rye bread and green-salted cucumbers 
and nothing better? The American stockman be- 
lieves that a nobler diet should be given 
to the veople of the worla. [Applause.}

There was no Emma Eames to pique 
curiosity by her first American appearances 
There were no De Reszke brethren, whose 
fame had preceded them acfoss the 
Atlantic. Ravogli may be a great artist, but 
the public has a penchant for no contralto, 
except Scalchi. With all respect to the 
estimable singers who assumed the trium- 
virate of characters in “‘ Orpheus,” it must be 
admitted that Ravogli Bauermeister are 
not names with which to conjure. Thus it 
was that last evening’s audience was several 
shades less fashionable than that of Monday, 
while the professional and amateur musicians 
who reverence Gluck as they venerate Bach 
were present in larger force. 

There was a good-sized house, nevertheless, 
and Mr. Abboy two sets of smiles for the 
evening, one for ‘his friends and the other 
down his sleeve.

The question among 
these was: “Is Ravogli as good as Has- 
treiter?”’ Perhaps they were at fault in judg- 
ment, but most of these makers of odious 
comparisons preferred Mme. Hastreiter. That 
singer was a Chicago woman, but even that 
did not prevent her being appreciated here, 
strange to say. She is a great artist, as Italy 
has since learned, and her Orpheus is difficult 
to surpass, either in dramatic or musical value. 
The most unpleasant feature of the opening 
night of the opera was the difficulty in regard 
to carriages. Hundreds 
were obliged to enter 
during the first act, and 
when Lohengrin drove 
his educated swan tu the 
stage carriage-loads of 
people were waiting 
impatiently in the vi- 
cinity of Adame street. 
» After the performance 
, chaos reigned, and peo- 
ple were kept waiting 
in the vestibules for 
nearly two hours, with 
thoughts too deep and 
VIANESI. forcible for words. 
“What can we do?’ queried Manager

“T resolved to avoid all those abuses which 
had crept into Italian opera through the mis- 
taken vanity of singers and the unwise com- 
pliance of composers. I endeavored to re- 
duce music to its proper function, that of sec: 
onding poetry by enforcing the expression of 
the sentiment and the interest of the situa- 
tsons, without interrupting the action or weak- 
ening it by superfluous ornament. I ‘also 
thought that my chief endeavor should be to 
attain a grand simplicity.” lt was thus that 
Gluck gave to the world the chief tenets of his 
newly-announced revolutionizing belief con- 


Though his belief be more fully expoutided 
and more closely adhered to in “ Alcesté”— 
from the dedication to which the quotation 


“ Addio, o miei sospiri,” which closes the 
first act, is not a part of “ Orpheus 
as conceived by Gluck when revising the opera, 
lies in ite ornate character and. evident 
striving for those effects which win applause 
for the singer.
